On goods received on consignment and sold within six months, duty is 
assessed on the selling price Jess 10%; if not sold within that period duty 
is assessed on the selling price in Zanzibar Town at the time, less 10%, 
and the deposit returned in full to the depositor.

No cases of rinderpest or Surra have been re- 
ported. In 1912 there were four cases of conta- 
gious pneumonia. . 


A few “ases of horse sickness occur every 
year generally after the rains, mules are also 
attacked. In both it is generally fatal. Among 
the cases in mules there was one “ blue tongue’’ 
form. 


Practically speaking there are no domestic pigs. 
The wild pig is a pest and efforts have been 
made to eradicate it by the introduction of swine 
fever. . 


There are no indigenous sheep. A number are | 
imported from the Benadir Coast for slaughter. 


There is a very large number of goats in both 
Islands. In general they are singularly free from 
disease, but on the Island of Tumbatu a disease 
occurs characterised by lesions of the hoof and 
the jaw.
